Terrible and regrettable as was the tragedy in Chicago a 


few days ago when a Hying machine crashed Hi rough the 
glass roof or' a bank building, resulting in the death of more 
than a dozen 'persons and the serjbus Injury of many others, 
it is probable that it will lead to Mion beneficial to the public 
and to persons interested in aviatlB'n, either as navigators of 
Ihe .air or as passengers. 
As nothing before has done, this 


'tragedy has opened the eyes of the authorities and the public 
to the fact that aviation is something more than a sport, some- 
Hiing to be surrounded with reasonable safeguards. 


The-rending public is familiar with the details of -this awful 


happening in Chicago — the fall of the machine from a con- 
siderable altitude, ils crashing- through the roof into the bank 
in which a large number of employes, male and female, were 
at work, the crash being followed by tank explosions and 
hissing ilames, adding lo the fatalities and mannings that had 
been caused by the crash the danger of death by (ire. 
It was a 


horrible happening and the only wonder is that the number of 


and injuries was not even greater.

the' air there is danger enough a ( t h e best and it is Ihe duty 
of (lie authorities to remember lhal there are people who need 
protection againsl Ihcir own foolhardiness. 
The sport, so far 


as II is a sporl, is exciling and thrilling, but it should be con- 
ducted wilh due care for the safely of those engaging in it, 
and the safety of those who happen to be beneath them when 
things go wrong. 


There is no doubt that air navigation, which has been so 


remarkably and rapidly developed since the beginning of Ihe 
war, is lo play a large and important part in the fulure activi- 
ties ot the world. 
It will never be inseparable from danger, 


and it is time lo be considering means of reducing the dangers 
to Ihe minimum. 


Jusl how this is lo be done is for Ihe manufacturers of the 


machines, those who operate them and the law makers lo dis- 
cover, and that this lamentable happening will stimulate 
adion to that end there is no reason lo doubt. 


1! is no small compliment lo Portsmouth Hint the deputies
